You  can  smell  it  in  the  air.  Not  very  strong  yet,  but  it’s 
there.  You  can  smell  it!  Football. 


And  it  smells  pretty  good,  too.  Didn’t  used  to  be  that  way 
though.  Just  a couple  of  years  ago  that  autumn  tang  was  an 
ominous,  foreboding  omen  at  BYU:  football  is  just  around  the 
corner.  Coaches,  players  and  the  sports  publicist  suffered  the 
most.  Loyal  BYU  fans  were  hit  hard.  The  indifferent  ones  didn’t 
have  it  quite  so  bad,  but  even  the  person  most  uninterested  in 
sports  was  made  a little  uncomfortable. 

So  now  that  BYU  is  out  of  the  gridiron  slums,  we  can 
look  to  the  coming  season  with  optimism,  if  not  enthu- 
siasm. But  please,  no  more  unbridled  hysteria. 

The  Cougars  are  in  a good  position  this  year.  They  are  not 
on  the  spot  as  they  were  a year  ago  when  too  many  “experts” 
predicted  a BYU  conference  championship.  This  season  the 
Cougars  are  contenders,  but  not  favorites. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  prognosticators  are  not  pre- 
dicting a BYU  bunting:  (1)  graduation  losses  of  key  personnel 
(fullback  Weldon  Jackson,  quarterback  Wayne  Startin,  end 
R.  K.  Brown,  tackles  Wayne  Ash  and  Howard  Condie,  and 
centers  Lynn  Reading  and  Bob  Olson) , (2)  losses  of  other  prom- 
ising talent  for  sundry  reasons  (ends  Fred  Wittingham  and 
Curt  Brown,  fullback  Gary  Beckstead,  and  guard  Richard 
Dunn),  (3)  change  in  coaching  staff  and  offensive  system  and 
(4)  thin  group  of  sophomores  moving  up  from  freshman  team. 

However,  this  erstwhile  conservative  corner  thinks  there  is 
good  reason  to  be  optimistic  about  a Cougar  title.  True,  gradua- 
tion, mission  calls,  transfers,  etc.  will  result  in  19  lettermen  not 
returning  for  September  drills.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that 
last  year’s  squad  was  extremely  rich  in  depth,  so  much  so  that  a 
number  of  talented  players  say  very  little  action.  These  men 
who  will  not  be  returning  will  be  replaced  by  as  good  or  better 
players  in  almost  every  position. 

Here’s  something  else  to  be  remembered.  BYU’s  foot- 
ball building  program  is  ahead  of  schedule.  The  Cougars 
barely  missed  a conference  crown  the  last  two  campaigns, 
and  they  were  supposed  to  be  building  years.  This  year, 
1959,  was  the  big  year  that  coach  Hal  Kopp  was  pointing 
for.  ' ^ 

This  season  the  Cougars  will  not  only  be  guided  by  a good 
head  coach,  but  they  will  also  be  under  an  excellent  crew  of 
assistants. 

As  to  the  new  system,  this  is  the  most  refreshing,  encour- 
aging) aspect  of  the  coming  campaign.  Kopp  thought  he  could 
win  the  title  last  year  on  sheer  strength  along,  and  he  almost 
did  it.  But  Kopp  failed  to  get  the  most  out  of  some  of  his  talent 
because  of  the  methodical,  deliberate,  conservative  game  he 
chose  to  play. 

The  new  multiple  offense  will  give  men  like  Gary  Dunn 
a chance  to  display  their  versatility.  Dunn  can  do  it  all — 
run,  pass,  kick-off,  punt,  you  name  it.  Under  the  new  staff 
he  will  take  the  bushel  off  his  talent. 

'As  to  the  players  themselves,  we  feel  that  the  Cougars  have 
a solid  ball  club.  The  interior  line  is  the  toughest  in  the  con- 
ference: Lonnie  Dennis,  John  Kapele,  Dave  Barrus,  and  Paul 
Eckel.  The  backfield  is  loaded  with  talent  at  all  positions.  To 
name  a few,  quarterbacks  Dunn,  Bud  Belnap  and  Ron  Startin; 
halfbacks  Howard  Ringwood,  Keith  Hubbs,  Jack  Gifford,  Nyle 
McFarlane,  Dale  Grant,  Joe  McGinn,  Hal  Lewis,  Paul  Allen; 
fullbacks  LeGrand  Young,  Ron  Jacobsen,  Eddie  Young,  Lynn 
Stewart. 

But  it’s  true,  the  Cougars  aren’t  favorites  this  year.  But 
they  could  win  it,  and  we  think  they  will.
